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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 86 is objected to because of the following informalities: "detecting means" 
on line 4 should be "detection means" (see claim 84, line 3). Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 96-98 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Each of the claims recites the limitation "the 
detection output signal" (see claim 96, line 3; claim 97, line 2; and claim 98, line 3). 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in claim 96. Furthermore, since 
the detecting step in claim 88, lines 8-10 produces two results (i.e. detected phase and 
detected correlation peak), it is unclear which of these results corresponds to the 
"detection output signal" recited in the respective claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 77-95 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not teach or suggests in combination a receiving apparatus or method 
comprised of (1) a cross-correlating means and (2) a means for detecting a phase of 
each of a plurality of repetition patterns in a reference symbols (wherein one of the 
plurality of repetition patterns is phase-shifted in relation to the other repetition patterns) 
and for detecting a correlation peak indicating the position of the phase-shifted 
repetition pattern, wherein the detected phased and detected correlation peak are used 
for synchronizing the receiving apparatus, as recited in claim 77, lines 9-15 and claim 
88, lines 7-13.
